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FOR 8:30 P.M. INSTEAD OF 9:00 P.M. TO ALLOW TIME FOR 
HIS 30-MIMUTE FOLKLORE SHOW PRIOR TO THE SECRETARY'S 
1 1 :30 P.M. RETURN TO THE HOTEL. DE LA FLOR ALSO ASKED 
WHETHER SECRETARY WOULD OFFER ANY TOAST, INFORMAL OR 
FORMAL, DURING LUNCH AT RESIDENCE. PLEASE ADVISE ON 
BOTH COUNTS. 

4. AS FOR GUESTS FOR SECRETARY'S LUNCH, I 

WOULD RECOMMEND FONMINISTER DE LA FLOR, SECGEN LUIS 
MARCHAND AND AMBASSADOR CARLOS GARCIA BEDOYA FROM

INTERPRETER AND I PRESUME NOTE TAKER. IN ADDITION, WE 
WOULD RECOMMEND INCLUDING PRIME MINISTER FERNANDEZ 
MALDONADO, FINANCE MINISTER BARUA, HEAD OF PRESIDENTIAL 
ADVISORY COUNCEL COAP GENERAL OSCAR MOLINA AND POSSIBLY 
COMMERCE MINISTER ARIAS GRAZIANI (FOR HIS INTEREST IN 
THE MARCONA PROBLEM AND CCC CREDITS), AND PRESIDENT NATIONAL 
SOCIAL PROPERTY COMMITTEE, ANGEL DE LAS CASAS (AS ANOTHER CABINET- 
LEVEL CIVILIAN WHO SPEAKS ENGLISH AND HAS RESPONSIBILITY 
FOR THE INTERESTING BUT AS YET UNPROVEN SOCIAL PROPERTY
